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Sir: 

Responsive to the Office Action of April 21, 2005, Applicants submit the following 
remarks in support of the patentability of the presently claimed invention (as set forth in claim 4, 
the only claim under consideration) over the disclosure of the reference relied upon by the 
Examiner in rejecting the claim. Further and favorable reconsideration is respectfully requested in 
view of these remarks. 

Thus, the rejection of claim 4 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Yang et al. 
is respectfully traversed. 

A characteristic feature of the instant invention of claim 4 resides in that insects are 
inoculated with hyphal bodies by injection. According to the part of the Yang et al. article 
referring to inoculation procedures on insects, the authors use conidia, rather than hyphal bodies, 
to inoculate the insects. In addition, their inoculation procedure relies on sprinkling or coating, 
rather than injection.
